Chance of Great German

The worst is almost over. Barring accidents, the chance of a supreme 
German victory seems to have passed completely and the offensive which 


in began as an effort to ¢rush the military power of Britain is diminishing to 
| the level of a gigantic raid against Amiens with the two-fold object of sepa- 


rating the British and French armies and destroying the British communi- 
cations with Havre and Rouen, their principal bases on the south. 


While the main German drive has 
not been checked, it has been con- 
tained between the <Ancre and 


Somme Rivers on the north and the 
Avre on the south. Actually the 
German wedge is narrowing every 
moment, and if the present allied 
efforts to hold the Germans between 
these two rivers continues, the Ger- 
man advance may end in a blind al- 
ley just east of Amiens. 

For the past two days the Ger- 
mans have been thrusting between 
the British and the French armies 


and toward Amiens, while the Brit- 


ish and the French, holding the 
crossings of the Somme and the An- 
cre, have been shepherding the Ger- 
mans toward the west. They have 
not been able to check the full force 
of the German thrust by frontal 
counter-attack, as yet, although they 
have slowed it down, but they have 
canalized it, as it were. 

The possibility that the extra point 
of the German wedge may reach 
Amiens survives. To chance that the 
Germans will be able temporarily to 
occupy Amiens and destroy this fine 
old capital of Picardy, as well as all 
the British military material stored 
there and temporarily isolate the 
British and the French forces re- 
mains, but even were this to occur 
now it would be but a passing de- 
tail, for unless the German can wi- 
den his front he will soon have to 
retire to avoid being caught between 
the two millstones of British and 
French armies. It was the realiza- 
tion of this danger that led the Ger- 
mans to begin on Thursday their 
desperate attacks upon the British 
line about Arras. They sought to 
bréak the northern or British hinge 
of the allied front, just as their dash 
at Montdidier was a blow at the 
southern of French hinge. North 
and south they failed to make any 
but local gains. 


Struggle to Clear Road. 


In pursuit of the limited local ob- 
jective, which is Amiens, the Ger- 
mans began on Thursday to make 
desperate efforts just south of the 
Somme, to clear the old Roman road 
running west from St. Quentin to 
Amiens. This road is their most di- 
rect route to Amiens, now some 12 
miles distant from Warfusee-Aban- 
court, which they reached on Fri- 
day. At the same time they pushed 
southwest into Montdidier in order to 
keep open the Noyon-Roye-Amiens 
highway, which is their only other 
road to Amiens. 

The danger that one or more Brit- 
ish armies could be destroyed and 
that a great British disaster would 
result ended on Thursday, when the 


'British had pulled themselves to- 
|gether from the 


Scarpe to the 
Somme, from Arras to Albert and 
were standing firm. The arrival of 
French armies on either bank of 
the Oise between the bend near La 
Fere and Noyon and along the Noyon 
hills westward had already closed the 
roads to Paris. Thus the whole prob- 
lem was simplified. 

Now the lesser crisis which in- 
volves the safety of Amiens will be 
reached in relatively few hours and 
the German advance between the 
Somme and the Avre is the one re- 
maining menace. Somewhere in the 


next few miles on the rapidly nar- 
| rowing front between the Avre and 


the Somme the German wedge must 


| be checked or the city will be in 


deadly peril. But, on the other hand, 
if the Germans cannot widen the 
wedge, by crossing one of the 
streams, their own position will be 
extremely dangerous. 

If Amiens is to be saved the nat- 
ural method of halting the German 
advance would be by a flank attack 
or by the’ converging flank attacks.

In any event we are almost at the 


solution of our last strategic problem. 


Unless some new and unforseen fac- 
tor enters into the calculation in the 
next few hours, probably by Sun- 
day at the latest, Amiens will have 
been saved or lost and the Germans 
will have reached the limit of their 
push. The colossal offensive which 
aimed at destroying the military 
power of Britain will be expressing 
its disappointment in the sacking of 
Amiens or its rage in bombing the 
noble old cathedral from the out- 
skirts of the town above the con- 


fluence of the Somme and the Avre. 

The phase of the battle of Picardy 
was lost by the British Friday, March 
22. After that day there was nv 
more question of holding the old 
British line or even of checking the 
German advance within moderate 
limits. For nearly a week the single 
question was whether the German 
would be able to turn his initial vic- 
tory into a genuine triumph, as he 
had at the Dunajec against the Rus- 
sian and at the Isonzo against the 
Italian. Hindenburg and Ludendort 
in the second phase were aiming to 
dispose of the armies of.

Third Effort Fails.

Epitaphs Were Jottings on Desk 
Pad, Edgar Lee Masters Tells 
Art League in Address. 


Edgar Lee Masters of Chicago, a 
widely known poet, explained last 
night at the ,Wednesday Club, in a 
lecture before the Art League, how 


he came to write “Spoon River An- 
thology,” his most popular book, and 
why it was first published in; St. 
Louis The poems were first printed 
in Reedy’s Mirror in 1914. Since 
then the book has gone through 22 
editions. 

Masters said the first poems in the 
book were really nothing but notes 
about old friends in the village of his 
childhoed in Central Illinois, idly 
jotted on a blotting pad as he talked, 
in his Chicago law office, with a vis- 
itor from “down home.” 

As readers of the book know, it is 
composed of 250 epitaphs of the res- 
idents of a small country town, \sup- 
posedly written by the persons them- 
selves, after death, being modeled 
after the Greek Anthology, a similar 
work, with great Greeks as subjects. 
It is written in free verse, and was 
the cause of an instant and large out- 


put of that kind of poefry, resulting 


in the most widespread literary con- 
troversy that had occurred for years. 
Many critics asserted that free verse, 
lacking either meter or rhyme, was 
not poetry at all. 

Many Manuscripts Rejected. 

Following an introduction by Wil- 
liam Marion Reedy, in which the lat- 
ter declared that Masters ranked 
next to Longfellow and Riley in pop- 
ularity, Masters remarked that he 
had a stack of rejected manuscrips 
10 inches high which he submitted to 
Reedy prior to the writing of 
“Spoon River.’’ 

Masters said he took to reading 
over the notes he had made concern- 
ing the fates of various village char- 
acters, during the visit of the friend 
to his office, and was struck by the 
pgetic images they suggest«d, and by 
their similarity to the Greek Anthol- 
ogy. He said he rounded them out 
a little, wrote “Spoon River Anthol- 
ogy” at the top, and mailed them to 
Reedy. 

The poet declared he was sur- 
prised when he received a letter 
from the editor, telling. him that he 
had written some “real American 
poetry.”’ He said he replied to 
Reedy: “If that is what you want 
I can give you lots of it.”” Then 
followed the other poems -. which 
were later published in book form. 

Commenting on the somewhat 
pessimistic hue of most of the poems, 
Masters declared that he had re- 
peatedly refused to color them with 
a more cheerful tinge, because they 
were largely true characterizations 
of real persons, and could not be ac- 
curate /if any different. The author 
added that, in his opinion, they were 
also true of the world at large.

They were four thankful young 
Germans, gray-clad and mud-spat- 
tered, who were brought to the 
American division intelligence office 
this afternoon by the patrol which 
was operating in the Toul sector. 
The gray uniforms they did not like 
at all, saying the German equivalent 
that they had been “fed up” with 
the whole business of war. The mud 
that spattered them was from a cer- 
tatn locality in No Man’s Land 
through which they had been piloted 
early in the day by their American 
captors. . 7 

Information From Prisoners. 

They were thankful because, for 
them, the war was finished, and he- 
cause they had been captured hy 
Americans. One young Saxon was 
so struck with the good treatment 
and the good food he received that 
he asked permission trom the officer 
in charge of -the patrol to go back 
through No Man's Land and get his 
brother. Two of the quartet voluu- 
teered the information that they had 
tried to escape from Germany into 
Holland last September, but had 
been caught and shoved back into 
the ranks. 

All frankly gave every bit of in- 
formation they could, some being of 
extreme value. They assisted Ameri- 
can intelligence officers by pointing 
out important positions on military 
maps. 

How they were captured is a story 
illustrative of the spirmt prevaillce 
along the American front. It was 
3 o’clock in the morning when infor- 
mation reached a certain regimental 
headquarters that six of the enemy 
had been seen going into an outpost 
in No Man's Land. The regimental 
intelligence officer, a lieutenant. was 
awakened hurriedly and ordered to 
“go get 'em." | 

He started gathertng his men aos 
he went along toward the front. The 
Outpost was some distance away, but 
the party reached it without being 
discovered. 

Two Killed, Four Captured, 

The Heutenant looked in, saw the 
Germans there, motioned his men to 
come nearer and when the mugz).s 
of four rifles and one automatic pis. 
tol were pointed in the Germans’ di- 
rectfon the lieutenant, in German, 
demanded their surrender. 

Four of the enemy held up their 
hands, crying “Kamerad.’ The tvo 
others started to do likewlse, but 


permission to go to a certain listen- 
ing post to get his brother, who, he 
thought, might be there. 

“If I had known I would be treat- 
ed like this I would have deserted 
long ago,’ he said. ‘“‘Everybody back 
there is being killed. We have all 
had enough of this war. I never 
wanted to get into it and tried to es- 
cape into Holland, but was forced 
into the ranks, where I had nothing 
to eat and death staring me in the 
face every second.” 

The prisoners were turned over to 
the French. 

Continued activity back of the ene- 
my lines is being observed. Last 
night wagon trains entered Montsec 
and Nonsard, speedy automobiles en- 
tered and departed from Pannies and 
12 horses apparently bearing officers 
arrived at Montsec. 

Our artillery effectively rained 
shell on wagon trains within range 
and dropped others into a body of 
Marching Germans. Before the rain 
started last night the German aerial 
activity was much increased. Num-

HUNDREDS OF HOTELS PLEDGED 
TO ELIMINATE WHEAT PRODUCTS 


Food Administrator Says Need for 

Wheat Is Greater Now Than 
Year Ago. 
WASHINGTON, March 30 (By A. 
P.).—Several hundred of America’s 
leading hotels today are pledged to 
eliminate wheat and wheat products 
from their menus as the result of 
the Food Administration's request 
that “every independent, every well- 
to-do person in the United States” 
should abstain entirely from wheat 
until the next harvest, in order to 
supply the urgent needs of the al- 
lies. 


The hotel managers, who gathered 
here yesterday from every State in 
the union, heard Food Administrator 
Hoover's statement that the need for 
wheat is even greater now than when 
the new regulations were promul- 
gated. He said that a census of sup- 
plies showed that the harvest had 
been less than estimated and that 
shipping difficulties made it neces- 
sary to feed the allies from here in- 
stead of from the Argentine.

Thousands of Hogs Reaching Market 
Have Overtaxed Nation’s Stor- 
age Capacity. 

WASHINGTON, March 30 (By A. 
P.).—Suspension of the meatless day 
regulations for 30 days beginning to- 
day has been ordered by the Food 
Administration m instructions tele- 
graphed to all food administrators. 

Temporary relaxation of the re- 
strictions was decided upon because 
thousands of hogs now coming into 
the market have increased the meat 
supply beyond the country’s shipping 
and storage capacity. In a state- 
ment announcing the order, Food 
Administrator Hoover expressed con- 
fidence that the producers would not 
take advantage of the “holiday” to 
ask more than fair prices, ‘and that 
the “packers and retailers will have 
sense enough to ‘realize that this is 
not to be a holiday of high prices.” 

“The consumer should not take 
this announcement as in any way a 
departure from the general princi- 
ples of conservation of all foods 
which the Food Administratton 
preaches,” said the statement. ‘The

entire industry. But for a large part 
of the industrial plants not running 
today, compulsory closing down 
spells ruin and there is the super- 
added bitterness of sitting by and 
watching the war industries garner 
millions in profits. 

Private enterprise and industrial 
enterprise is further strangled by the 
fact that the military authorities un- 
der the new order of things take an 
active part in the management of the 
war industries. They can compel 
factories to accept orders and can 
dictate the production. policy of the 
industrial works; this military inter- 
ference has become the rule, partic- 
ularly in the constant practice of di- 
recting which orders must be filled 
first, which set back. 

But the power of the military does 
not end here; they also control and 
dictate prices for basic and finished 
war materials. Reversing their price 
policy of the early stages of the war, 
when money was no object, volume 
and early delivery everything, and 
when to increase production and 
quick deliveries the military author- 
ities paid almost any price asked 
and themselves offered rapidly 
jumping prices, 1918 sees them striv- 
ing to check the sensational rise in 
prices all along the line, relying en- 
tirely on pressyre of.military author- 
ity to keep volume and speed of pro- 
duction at the present maximum, 

They have come to realize that the 
vicious circle of increasing prices if 
allowed to run on indefinitely would 
prove a grave danger to Germany in 
the last phase of the war, and that 
there must be a limit to the increase 
of production through constantly in- 
creasing prices. The determination 
on the part of the military author- 
ities finally to set'this limit has made 
itself particularly sharply felt in 
the iron and steel industry, where for 
the first time during the war 1918 
brings with it no boost in prices. 
Though all freight tariffs have un- 
dergone an average increase of 15 
per cent, and the cost of labor and 
raw materials is still steadily going 
up, the iron and steel industry is 
told it must carry these increasing 
burdens ?tself. 

In many iron and steel plants, as 
a result of this drastic military price 
policy, there are whole departments 
which are being operated without a 
pfennig of profit, and still others run 
at an actual loss. It is argued that 
the war industries in the -past have 


or senseless, is swamping the Ger- 
man business world. 

Syndication under Government 
pressure is no recent novelty. In the 
first year of the war, the Govern- 
ment compelled the renewal of the 
coal syndicate, and in 1916 it was 
instrumental in bringing about the 
cement syndicate. The multiplica- 
tion of control indicates clearly that, 
as the war continues, all industrial 
Germany will tend to become a com- 
plex of state controlled trusts. The 
state today exerts its pressure posi- 
tively,.in the form of a categorical 
imperative to compulsory syndica- 
tion. — 

The laudable soap industry has se- 
cured its place in German economic 
history as being the first to taste the 
ruthless interference of the state. 
Motivated by the shortage of fats 
and oils, the soap industry was com- 
pelled to organize itself into a syn- 
dicate, in which the Government had 
the decisive say in all important 
questions. More than half the plants 
in the industry were closed down. 
the remainder placed on a contin- 
gent basis, their production fixed andi 
the pooled profits distributed among 
all the members of the syndicate, 
those put out of ‘business sharing on 
the prorata basis of their peace time 
production. 

A similar fate befell the shoe in- 
dustry, only enough factories being 
permitted to keep going for which 


there was sufficient raw material | 


available to operate them at full ca- 
pacity. The State has compelled the 
closing down of many plants in the 
textile industries suffering from raw 
material shortage; the cotton mills 
being the first to go, the silk facto- 
ries the last to hold out. The tex- 
tile industry has, however, narrow- 
ly escaped compulsory syndication 
only because the perfection of the 
new paper thread spinning process 
provided unexpected raw material. 
The expansion and absorptior 
movement has been most startling in 
the banking world. Germany today 
has an undisputed money trust. The 
big three, the Deutsche Bank, the 
Disconto Geselischaft and the Dresd- 
ner Bank, have continued swallow- 
ing up banks big and little, and in 
some cases entire chains of banks 
until today they control more than 
10,000,000,000 marks vevun

HE immediate reply of the Cen- 
T tral Powers to President Wil- 
son’s note (December, 1916) 
has been a polite refusal to indicates, 
beyond some generalities open to the 
blame of ambiguity, in a clear way 
what their demands of peace would 
be.
